An. 1605 Nature of a Truce: And next, all thoſe Articles which concern the Con ſcations, 
SY whereby, beſydes a World of particular Perſons in the Service of the States which 


ſhall be reſtoared to theire antient Patrimonies, the Heyres of the late Prince of 
Orenge by Name, are entirely reintegrated into all the Poſſeſſions and Seignen- 
ries of their late Father; and notwithſtanding a Tranſaction the now Prince of 
Orenge lately made with the Archdukes, that they ſhould enjoy the Sale Pitts 
in Burgundy, (mentioned in the 14% Article) the Proffit whereof doth clearly 
ariſe one Year with another to 18000 Crowns; yet to give all perfect Content- 
ment to the Houſe of Naſſau, the Archdukes by an Act underhand, do by 
themſelves to pay within two Yeares 100090 Crowns, for ſome Pretenſions they 
did challenge grounded upon certaine Graunts beſtowed upon the late Prince by 
the States of Flanders and Brabant, at ſuch tyme as thoſe Provinces were dif- 
united from the Obedience of Sparne. | 
In Somme, all the States Demaundes have been granted which could carry 
with them eyther thew of Reaſon or cullor of Juſtice. Which eaſineſs in the 
Archdukes Deputies (whether proceeding from the extreeme Neceſſityes of 
Spaine, or from the Deſyre theaſe Princes beare to quyet and repos,) did puff” 
up the States Deputies into that conceited Humour for ſom Dayes together, 
that not only they did thinck that nothing they did requyre ſhould be refuſed 
them, (though never ſo unjuſt or ſo voyd of Realon,) but that we and the French 
| Commiſſioners were bownd to ſecond and ſupport them, in all their impertinent 
and wrreaſonable Demaunds. They inſiſted long that the High Quartier of 
Guelderlaud ſhould be delivered to them, upon this Reaſon, that they poſſeſſed 
the three other Quartiers; and from Day to Day did requyre the Reſtitution 
of Linghey, at leaſt Satisfaction for the Ordinance which was fownd there, and 
for the Fortifications beſtowed on the Towne, as being a proper peculium apper- 
tayning to Count Maurice. And that we wo did 2 their Intentions to 
comprehend the Towne of Embden in the Treaty, (a Towne out of the Com- 
pals of their Provinces, which either is or ſhould be ſubject ro the Obedience 
of another Prince, and that contrarye to that Charge we have receaved from his 
M ajeſtye, ) they thinck we have detratied much from the Greatneſs of their 
Power. This we have obtained, that the Towne of Embden ſhall have free 
Libertye of Trade in the King of Spayne's and Archduke's Domintons, ſo that 
they ſubmit themſelves to the Obedience of their Count, according to the Tenor 
of the Treaty at the Hague. 3 = | 
Upon the Ratification of the Treaty by the Archdukes, their Deputies re- 
quyred, that according to the g* Article, a Reglement might be ſettled for the 
Libertye of Commerce in theaſe Parts; and that upon Payment of certaine Im- 
pom: to be laid upon all Shipps which ſhould paſſe by Zeeland, yt might be 
awfull for all Shipps of what Burden ſoever, freely to come up the River of 
Scheld to Antwerpe, and frecly to paſſe thence without touching in Zeeland. 
And though it was remonſtrated unto the States Deputies by pregnant Reaſons, 
that (beiydes the Inhumanirye of the Act) ro requyre all Shipping to unlade at 
Middleburgh, and from thence in Shallops and little Boates to bring their Goods 
up the River to Autcerpe, would be the preſent Ruine of the Iſſe of Wachte- 
ren, (for noe Prince would ſuffer his People to be ſubject to that Slavery,) 
whereby all Trade and Commerce would be converted to the Coaſt of Flan- 
dere, and in conſequence their Iſland left deſolate and diſpeopled ; withall, that 
the Archdukes to bring them to reaſon, would forcloſe them from the Trade of 
Germany, both by Water, by the heavy Impoſitions he would lay upon the 
Rhine and the Maeſe, and by Land, clogging the Paſſages of Linghen with Tolls 
and Exciſes; yet more then thys we could not obtayne, and that with great 
Difficulrie, that _ their fyrſt Aſſemblye at the Haghe they would provi ſſo- 
nally adviſe of this Propoſition, but not reſolve untill the Agreation ſhould 
come from Jpazne. 1 
That we and the Frenche Commiſſioners are expreſſiy named in the Preface 
of the Treatye, was concluded by the mutuall Conſent of both Parties; hy rea-

lyve in ſome Proportion, according to the Quallitye of his Birth.

Right honorable our very good Lord. Hague 20 May 1609. O. S. 
JEE had well hoped that our laſt Letter to your Lordſhip ſhould have 
deen the laſt which from this place we ſhould have written to your Lord- 
ſhip; but the States Generall arrived not here before the ninth of this Month, 
and now they are aſſembled they proceed but flowly, as well for the Weighti- 
neſs of the Affairs which now are to be reſolved, as through the Perverſeneſs of 
fome unquiet Hamours which reign among ſi them. The firſt Day of their 
| fembly we and the French Commiſſioners demanded Audience: after the Preſi- 
2 in the Name of us all, firſt congratulating with them the happy 
Succeſs for the Concluſion of the Truce, had ſeriouſſy exhorted them ſtrongly 
to. uphold and maintaine the Union; and after ſo long Attendance, which their 
aboade in their Provinces had cauſed us to make, to take a preſent Reſolution

for the ſettling of their Contributions; we delivered unto them his Majeſtic's Let- 


ter; upon the ſeverall Points whereof I Richard Spencer did make this Remon- 
france, which herewith we ſend to your Lordſhip. To that Demand which we 
made (according to the Charge we received from his Majeſty,) that a gratefull 
Regard __ be had in the diſmiſſion of the Troops of the Souldiers of our Na- 
tion, of whoſe worthy Merit the World was Witneſs, Monfieur Barnevelt an- 
ſwered, acknowledging with a reſpectfull commemoration the Worth of their 
Services. That though it ſhould be to the ſurcharge of the Provinces, yet care- 
ful Reſpect ſhould be held for the entertainment of our Nation in their Service 
during the Truce, that no Man with Reaſon ſhould have juſt Cauſe to com- 
plaine.

well may bear. Our Judgments do tell us, that this particular Deduction (with 


the Pieces we ſend herewith) is not worth your Lordſhip's trouble But we are 
willing to make it appear how free our Endeavours are from all partiallity, againſt

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Sir Ralph Winwood to the Earl of Salisbury. 


Right honorable my good Lord, Hague 11 Fept. 1609. O. S. 
HE qù of this Month late in the Night here arrived the Archduke's Com- 
| miſſioners ; the Treaſurer Robiano, the Audiencer Verreyken, and one 
aaſe, a Councellor of the Court of Malines. I have viſited them, and have 
preſented them my beſt Services, (which C I faid I had received by expreſs 
ommandment from his Majeſty) both to that all Differences (if any there 
were) might be accommodated by Reaſon and Equitie; that the Alliance dy 
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contrated between their Princes and theſe Provinces may be continued and con- fy 
firmed, and that a juſt and indifferent R ent of Commerce niight he eſtabliſh- 
ed for the 12 and reciprocall of their own Subjects, and the enter- 
tainment of Amity with their common Allies. They gave his Majeſtie thanks 
for both. The latter they ſaid would be the maine Subſect of this preſent Nego- 
tiation; in which their Princes did expect (out of the aſſutance of his Majeſtie's 
Love and Favour) to receive all worthy Offices, not becauſe the Good of his 
own Realms was ſo deeply intereſted in the Liberty of Trade, but that his Ma- 
jeſty (haviog ſo induſtriouſly travail'd, and with fo happy ſucceſs in rhe princi- 
pall buſyneſs,) would make it now ſolidum beneficium, and not be defective in 
thoſe Acceſſions, which are neceſſary Conſequences of a real and firm Peace. 
This Day they had Audience in the Aſſembly of the States General, where 
Monſieur Barnevelt was not, being yet crazie after his dangerous Sickneſs: To 
Morrow they purpoſe to enter into Conference. 
The States Generall have ſent to Ar ſens in France; a Commiſſion to remain 
there in quallitie of Ambaſſador, upon the ſelf-fame terms as Sir Noel Caron, 
both for Treatment, which is twelve thouſand Florins by the Vear, and for Time, 

untill May come twelve Month; wherein they imitate the Seigniorie of Venice, 
whoſe Ordinary Ambaſſadors are deputed only for #wo Tears. The States do 
now fend (by a Gentleman of Holland whoſe Name is Vandermyle, Son-in-Law 
to Monſieur Barnevelt) to Venice, to advertize that Seigniory of the preſent Con- 
dition of the Affairs of theſe Provinces. Who hath charge to ſound what eſteem 
that Eſtate doth hold of theſe Provinces, and what account would there be made 
of their Alliance ; and whether a publick Allyance made by Treaty would be ac- 
cepted if it ſhould be tendred: or if an Ambaſſador from hence ſhould be ſent to 
reſide there, whether he ſhould be received. He hath order to paſs by Paric, 
to give that King an account of his Voyage; and to receive his particular Inſtructi- 
ons for his better Carriage in the whole courſe of his Imployment. I have been 
intreated particularly to recommend him (which I have done) to Sir Henry or - 
ton; to whom he hath Charge upon his firſt arrivall to communicate the purpoſe 
of his Negotiation, and to hold with him z#ward Correſpondence, both for Di- 
rections and Reſolutions which are there to be taken, e 
VUatill the Marquiſs of Brandenburgh ſhall return nearer thoſe Parts, the Af - 
fairs of Cleves will lye dead. Leopold who was gone to confer with the Coad- 
jutor of Cologne, is returned to Zuljers; where he does continue to fortiſie, and 
to amaſs ſuch looſe Men, as the Archduke doth (as we ſay here) purpoſely diſmiſs. 
The two Princes at Daſſeldor pe, Erneſt Brother to the Elector of Brandenburgh, 
and Wolfang the eldeſt Son to the Palatine of Newburgh, have ſent the Count 
Solmes into g — from thence he hath order to go into England, and by the 
States to return home. I know not what Character is to be given to him. He 


doth Hlely _ upon the Palatine of Newburgh, and therefore Erneſt is 
touched joyntly to employ him in the common Cauſe. I know not what Credit 


is to be given to the Advertizement, (ſuch vaſt Conceits ſhould not find entrance 

into ſo narrow a Mind, ) but I am advertized, that this Count hath Charge to make 
an Overture of a Marriage between our Princeſs and Wolfang the eldeſt Son 
of Newburgh, if he were ſolely and peaceably poſſeſſed of the States he now 
pretendeth to. This doth ſhew that there are ſecret and underhand practices, 

(notwirhſtanding the Treaty made between them to ſubmitt their difference to 
the arbitrage of Friends) which Leopold ſtudies ro cheriſh and maintaine, there - 
by to draw to his Party and make ſeparation between them, and in Conſequence 
an open breach and Faction; whereof he hopes to make his Profi: dayly, fo long 
as the maine Controverſie ſhall hang undecyded in diſpute and ſuſpence.

May it pleaſe your Lordſhips, | Buytrago, 11% of Sept. 1609. O. S. 
' A LTHOUGH I am now in the way, without Intention by God's Suffe- 
A rance to reſt in any Place till I be there to preſent my ſelf at his Majeſty's 
cer; yet the Journey being ſo long, the Way in theſe Kingdomes ſo very bad, 
and my felt ſo diſuled to Travayle, as I am enforced to pals the moſt of it in a 
Litter, (which will make the time long before I end it,) 1 have thought it agree- 
able with my Duty, finding conveniencie of a more oy conveyance, by theſe 
to acquaint your Lordſhips with what hath paſſed ſythence wy laſt Diſparch of 
the gi of this laſt Moneth. I long expected (according to the Secretaryes pro- 
miſe) a Day appointed for mine acceſs to the King; which by reaſon of the-Duke 
of Lerma his abſence, was deferred till the King's remove from Segovia to the 
Eſcurial; whether the Duke with much haſt was ſent for by an expreſs Meſſen- 
ger, upon a determination taken of a retourne for Madrid, there to conſult with 
the Body of his whole Counſayle about the buſineſs of the Lowe Countries, and 
of thole-of the Dukedome of Fulyers. I lent notwithſtanding my Secretarie to 
the Eſeuriall to ſollicite the haſtening of myne acceſſe ; who was inſtantly re- 
turned unto me, with hope given of it preſently after the King's coming to Ma- 
drid. But ſuch and ſo important as it ſeemes were the Buſineſſes at his Majeſtie's 
firſt comeing, as he paſſed divers Dayes in Conſultas with his Counſayſe; till 
which ended, acceſs was given to noe Man. Upon the ſeatenth of this preſent 
I had underſtanding given me that I ſhould kits the Kinge's and the Queene's 
Handes and take my leave of them, upon the next Day following at eleven of 
the Clock; and that the Duke expected me the ſame Morning between eight and 
nyne. This appointment comeing from the Dake, and carying ſo much from 
former Cuſtome, whoe in times paſſed would ever give the firſt Place ro myne 
obſervance to the King, made me vehemently ſuſpect, that which upon 
with him I found to be as I imagined. At my firſt coming unto him, after uſual 
Complements, and ſignification of his Grief for my Departure, he told me, that 
by his outward Chamber (where indeed there were attending divers Grandees 
and ſome Ambaſſadors) I might perceive how ſhort a tyme was given him to 
1 * me my farewell; which his Hart much deſired might have been

aving much to ſay to me, if more leiſure had been given him. But to end 
with me (as well I knew he bad and continued) plainlye and like @

That in this particular concerning the King's Book, I would not chaunge my 
former Manner of true and playne Dealing with him. I faid I could not deny

y him, who is the Treaſory of the King's Thoughts and Determynations,

That that which at this Day is the Caſe of the King 
my Maſter with the Pope, may in Times to come become that of the King of 
on N as in Tymes paſt it hath been of his royall Progenitors; whome 
pes (flying with longer Feathers then ever were meante them either by God, 
or thoſe chat gave the firſt way to their Auctoritie) ſought (out of their pri- 
vate Paſſions) to diſpoſſeſs of their Kingdomes and Principallitics. That in 
tbe King's Booke are handeled two principal Poyntes; the one how farre the 
++ Juriſdition of the Pope is to be extended in the Domynions of ſecular 
«« Princes, a thing moſt neceſſary for all Princes to knowe ; the other the Dif- 
«+« ference between the Fayth he profeſſed, and that which the Pope enjoynes to

HEN I was moſt buſy in Treaty with the States to ſettle by their Au- 
x thority 4 final Accord between the Count and Town of Embden, and 
was born in hand by them, that at his Majeſtie's Inſtance they would employ 
their beſt Endeavours; the 19") of this Month in the Morning, Frenzizs Chan- 
cellor to the Count, ſurprized me in my Lodging with this Relation; that the 
thirteenth of this Month the Count intending to call at Amic (a Town three 
ofthe three Orders of his Province, 
where he himſelf in Perſon was reſolved to be, the better to prepare his Subjects 
fo hearken to a Peace; the Garriſon of the Town, which conſiſteth of fix Com- 
panyes, aſſiſted with four others which the States do bold there, and with fix 
hundred Souldiers more of the States drawn out of the Companies which lye in

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Weſt Friezeland and in the Province of Groninghen in the Night :veſted the Au. 1609. 
Town of Amic ; which the next Morning they beſieged and preſently carricd, —— 


being but weak, unfortifyed, and without force able to reſiſt; took Priſoners 
many of the Nobility of the Country, and many of the Counts Councellors and 
Servants whom they found there, whoſe Houles they ranſackt and ſpoyled; 
burnt all the antient Records and Charters of the Conntry; (for in that Town 
ever hath been held the High Court and Seat of Juſtice) laſt'y entered the un 
Caftle which they ſacked, and as we hear, now there they hold a Garriſon.

of mind to enter into Warr neither for the Count nor againſt the Town, ) that 
if I had not made it his Majeſtie's Cauſe, telling him that the Queſtion was not

Though what Reſolutions will be taken can- 
not be divined, yet ſteddily to proceed for the good of the Common Cauſe, and 
the Honour of the Princes which profeſſedly undertake the Defence of the Taft 
Pretendants, the Councells in Reaſon ought to tend to this Courſe : That the 
Princes pretending do ſummon by their Letters the Archduke Leopoldus to quit 
x which unjuſtly he doth poſſeſs; and the Magiſtracy and People of the 
own to yield themſelves to the Obedience of their lawful Princes: which if 
they ſhall refuſe to do, the Princes muſt be ſo well prepared preſently to beſiege 
the Town; (and to that purpoſe now they levie both Horſe and Foot) by ſtrong 
Hand to recover their Right, which by Reaſon they cannot obtain. If no Man 
come into the Reliet of the Town the Quarrel is determined, and the Princes are 
eſtabliſhed in their rightfull Poſſeſſions; and who will be fo hardy to come in, 
when it ſhall be declared, that what the Princes do, they do-by the Advice of 
their Majeſties of France and Great Britain, the United Provinces, and the 
Princes Proteſiant of Germany?

It is ſaid his parppſe is to ſend one 
Monſieur 8 (one who long hath been imployed wich the ſeverall Princes 
of Cermam to Duſſeldorp, by the way to confer with thoſe Lords there; 
from thence he is to go to Ber lin to the Elector of Brandenburgh ; and Alon- 
\fiewr la Taylliere to the Palatine of Newburgh. His Charge is to perſy ade 


thoſe Princes themſelves in Perſon to aſſemble at Hidelbergh, and to call thither 


unto them all other Princes of the Religion their Friends and Allyes; whether he 
will ſend his Ambaſſador, and ſollicit his Majeſtic of Great Britain and the 
Steres of theſe Provinces to do the like, to treate and conclude not only what 
by common conſent is to be done in this Cauſe of Cleves for the ſettling of the 
Princes in their rightfal Poſſeſſions, bur alſo for the maintenance and upholding 
of the Religion againſt the Leagues and Confederations, which (as he faith) he 
knows to be complotted by the Pope and the Houſe of Auſtria.

RUSTY and well beloved, you are already ſo full acquainted with the 
precedent Courſes of our Proceedings in this buſyneſs of Cleve and Juli- 
ers, Sc. as well how far we ſtand engaged in general Termes of Aſſiſſance 

to the Princes of Brandenburgb and Newburgh, as with the Reaſons and Mo- 
tives that have induced us thereunto, as it ſhall not be needfull now to make any 
recapitulation of it. That which we have now to deduce unto you, is firſt to ac- 
uaint you with our particular Reſolution in the point of Aſſiſtance; and next of 
the uſe which you are to make of it towards the Princes intereſſed, and towards 
all their Allyes and Confederates in the fame Cauſe. And therefore in the firſt 
having now underſtood of our good Brother the French by (by his Ambaſſador 
whom he hath purpoſely ſent to us) the Propoſitions which Chriſtzax Prince of 
| Anhalt hath lately made unto him, in the behalf of the Princes United in Ger- 
| | many, that — have undertaken to levy at their own Charge and Entertaine- 
| ment, four thouſand Foot, and one thouſand Horſe, with ſome pieces of Artille-

(which we underſtand is to be held there upon the diſſol ; ing of the Meeting that 
is now at Hall in Suab:a) for to conſult and agree with the faid Princes, as well 
of thoſe things which depend upon this our Reſolution, both for the Manner 
and Form, and the Time when, and for how long our ſaid Aſſiſtance is to be pre-

Your Letter of 
the 20h of February directed to me the Treaſurer, we have received the 
26 of the ſame, by which his Majeſtic hath been informed of the S7ates readi- 
neſs to accommodate his Majeſtie with Four thouſand of his own Subjects that 
are now in their Pay, to be uſed in the Service of Cleve. In which their Re- 
ſolution (though the States ſeem to be contented to value themſelves toward his

_ willingly and readily perform to give his Majeſty contentment, yet) know they 
well enough, (and it may be ſaid that tis no Motive of their Reſolution) 
that thereby they ſhall be disburden'd of a great Charge, and no lefs ſecured then 
they were befo e in the ſafety of their Country, by having them ſtill at hand up- 
on their Frontiers. But howſoever it be, his Majeſtie doth thankfully accept of 
their offer, and will make uſe of it if things come to a War in Cleve. ; 
That which we have now to ſay unto you, is to direct you from his Majeſtic 
in ſome Circumſtances that arc wy rp on this offer of 4000 Men; and ther- 
in, firſt, we muſt require you to deal with the States, that theſe 4000 Men may

of 600000 Gilders to be imployed in that Service; nora macing, having re- 
_ ceived from his Majeſty ſo preſſing a Charge ſpeedily ro haſten thither, I ſhould 
| have been there before the Date of theſe, were not my Preſence at this time 
more neceſſary here, (which there would be as yet fruitleſs and without purpoſe) 
both for his Majeſtie's Service, and the Service of theſe Provinces. In my former 
I have advertized of the beginning and proceeding of the Mutiny of Utrecht, 
and that the Count Maurice (by order of the States) with ſome Aſliſtants of 
their Aſſembly was ſent thither, with charge to take knowledge of the Cauſe of 
their Diſcontents, and with Authority to give them ſuch Satisfaction as in Rea- 
ſon they ought to demand. He ſpent a whole Month, and fo far their Humours 
were from being appeaſed, that with more bitterneſs and violence they dayly ap- 

| peared to be incenſed. About the end of the Month the Town ſent three 
ties to the States Generall with this Motion, that the States would diſcharge 
the Count Maurice of the Oath which he had received of them to be Governour 
of the Town and Province of Utrecht; which done they would give him a Com- 
miſſion of a more large and ample Power, and then they would ſubmit the deci- 
ſion of all their difference to the diſcretion of his Arbitrage.

N my Letters of the 16 of thys Moneth, I advertized your Lordſhip, that 
the States Generall had written to the Towne of Urrecht, either to ſend 
cir Deputies to thys Town with full Power to ſubmit their Differents to 
their Arbitrage, or to admit a Garriſon into the Towne of 400 Men, for the 
better Suertye of the States of the Province; who thereupon would adventure 
to retutne, and treate in the Towne about the Dyfferents which now are in 
. Their Anſwere was, (which arryved here the 17) that the Magi- 
rates and Commonaltye did per ſſt in my "mot Reſolution, ſolely to ſubmit 
the Deciſion of their Cauſe to the Count Maurice, who they could be content 
ſhould rake the Advice of the States of Holland; but yf the States Generall 
did fo deſyre it, they would ſubmit themſeFues to the Connt and the States of 
Holland. Upon the Receipt of thys Letter, the Hater Generall called an 4/- 
ſemblye, and to the Aſſembly M de Rufſy and "7 feffe The Letter being read, 
and the Opinion of the Proyinces required oY e Preſident, it was concluded 
with a generall Conſent of all, (except the ties of Zealand,) that ſith by 
no Remonſtrances of Reaſon the Towne could be induced to acknowledge :

gain. But they are very much diſtaſted and flricken dumbe with his exceſſfve 
and exorbitant Demands (as they do eſteem it,) who for the putting down of 
theſe Yardſhips and the Purveyors and remedying all other Greivances, accord- 
ing to the Memoriall thereof propounded, doth iuſiſi on a Contribution from 
them of 2000001. by the Tear, beſides and above the ordinary Benefit and Re- 
venue which was wont to come to him of thoſe Rights, «which he maketh to a- 
mount to 100000 Pounds more. The which they do hold to be ſ% far exceedin 
| Reaſon and the worth of thoſe Things, as they would give no Anſwer to it at all, 
but remain ſilent till the King will be pleaſed to make ſome more reaſonable 
| Propoſition unto them, or break abſolutely the Bargain; wherefrom they do 
not ſeem now much averſe, thinking to have done enough, and to have dealt ve- 
ry liberally with the King to have offercd him ſo much as they have done, viz. 
t00000 Pounds for the Wardſbips alone. Upon the which Difficulties, his Ma- 
jeſty who did purpoſe to ſtay a Fortnight or three Weeks longer in the Countrey, 
is now out of hand to return hither, untill when there will be nothing done in the 
The Lords of the Councell are now ſo taken up with the ſeyerall Buiſneſſes 
and Conferences with the Ambaſſadors of France, Germany, and the States, 
which began almoſt upon the ſame Day, as they can ſcarce attend any thin 
elſe; and my Lord who is employed in every one of them hath his Hands fo fu 
therewith, as that he is forced almoſt ro forſake the Parliament.

Concerning the French Treaty, his Majeſty is already entered into it, and is 
like to proceed on the ſame Foot as is contained in the Treaty of Bloys, Auno 
1572. Only the — fat gue ror yo which from the French King is owing 
to England, his Majeſty hath yeilded at the French King's requeſt, to be refer- 


red over in ſome part to the States, for ſo much as the French King pretends to 


have disburſed unto them, upon or accompt of one third part of ſuch Moneys 
as have been delivered to the States ſince the Treaty of Monſieur Rhoſney; a- 
gainſt which Treaty, as you know, his Majeſty hath always conſtantly excepted, 
ever fince the concluding this Peace with Spazne: Vet becauſe it is now promi- 


ſed by the French King, to procure an acknowledgment from the States for tuch 
2 rh of Money as thoſe third Parts may amount unto, (the two firſt Payments 


deducted, which heretofore his Majeſty allowed,) I think it fitt that you impart 
ſo much to the States to ſound their Diſpoſition in it, to the end his Majeſty ma 
know what Anſwer to return here to the French Ambaſſador; it being otherwiſe 
all one to his Majeſty, who remaineth anſwerable for it, either France or the States. 
It remaineth only to let you know, that if Boi ſſe be already at Duſſe/dorp, as 
you have advertized, that you do alſo repair thither, and preſs the States to ſend 
ewiſe their Deputies either in your Company, or preſently after your depar- 
ture, to the end there may be good Conformity and Concurrence of adviſe in all 
things.

'\7 OUR diligence doth foyle me; being anſwerable ſince the writing of my 


1 laſt by Monſieur Vandermyle, for two Letters which I received from you, 
the one of the g*, the other of the 15* of this preſent.

Juliers, much leſs to raiſe the Siege, then it is for a handfull of Men at high 
Noon to ſurprize your Cittadell of Antwerp; and in this Confident Security we 
lye here. But this we believe, that out of a Suſpicion they have that after this 
Town is taken up, (which we hope will be within a few Days) this ſtrong and 
puiſſant Army (which I hold to be the faireſt that Europe has ſeen theſe ma- 
ny Ages, ) will not reſt ſo, but will attempt ſome great Deſign either upon 
Ae or 2 Rheinberg, perhaps upon Cologne, Keyſerwert, or Aix, 
they do amaſs their Men of War not to be ſurprized à Pimpourven, and to be 
able to make head againſt any ſuch attempt. But they will find, that the Con- 
federatet of thoſe Princes have founded their Alliance upon the true Grounds 
of Equity and Conſcience, only to eſtabliſh them in the rightful Poſſeſſion of 
their lawfull Inheritance, not to offer Violence to any of the Allies, or to em- 
broyle the repoſe of Chriſtendom, which they deſign to maintaine by the ſup- 
port of Juſtice, againſt the Vſurpation of Tyranny and Ambition.

Wotton's arrivall upon the fame Day that the other went away from hence, 
hindered me from keeping touch with you ar that time; and the extraordinary 
| Baſyneſs which his Preſence doth now afford us, will cauſe alſo, and excuſe ro- - 
wards you this coforced Brevity. Two Days before bis Lordſhip's arrivall in this 
Town, my Lord went with one of his Coaches and four or five Horſe to meer 
him, and found him at Clermont ſome fourteen Leagues from hence; from whence 
his Lordſhip came the next Day to Bed to St. Dennis, and my Lord to this 
Town: Who the next Day after, being ac yed with a/l the Engliſh Gen- 
tlemen and cheif Scores of this Town, together with ſome ſeven or cight from 
the Duke of Boxillon, and as many from the Venetian Ambaſſador, (who by 
the way is to 29 ſhortly from hence into England to reſide there,) went back to 
joyn his Lordiſiip againe at the faid place of St. Denrys : Where becauſe he had 
declared his Deſire to come rather on Horſeback then in Coach into this Town, 
he had twelve fair Horſes of the King's brought unto him for his Lordſhip and 
the Gentlemen of his Company, the which notwithſtanding he did refuſe Br his 
own Perſon. About a Mile from St. Denny he was met with the Mareſhall de 
Luuerdin, who is deſigned to return this Ambaſſage into England, accompany- 
cd with two or 300 Gentlemen, who brought him through all the Town unto his 
Lodgings in this Suburbs, where the Queen had taken Conchin;'s Houſe (as ſhe 
had done at the Sp2niard's arrivall,) to ſee him paſs by.

Veſterday (which was Tue ſday both their Lordſhips were ſeaſted by the King 
at the Tuilleries, being fetched thither with the like number of Coaches by the 
Duke of Eguilion, the Duke du Mayne's Son, where they were ſolemnly enter- 
tained, and the cheif Gentlemen of their . with very dainty cheer: 
And after Dinner they were carried to the Church of the Feuillaute next adjoyn-

A FTER our hearty Commendations. Since the drawing up of our other 
Letter, we have received yours of the 14 from Collogne, by which we 
do nud, that as well in regard of the unexpected Deceaſe of the Elector Palatine, 
(who was the Head of the Union of the Proteſtant Princes and States,) as by 
reaſon of ſome Diſſenſion which is like to grow about the Adminiſtration of the 
Eleftorſhip, you begin to doubt, that the Palatin of Newburg, out of Ambi- 
tion to recover the Adminiſtration to himſelf, is like ro quit the Amitie of his 
beſt Freinds : In regard whereof, though his Majeſty might juſtly forbear to en- 
ter into any further Engagements with thoſe Princes that are ſo uncertaine 
themſelves, and ſo much carried by their private Ends; as alſo, becauſe when the 
_ firſt Propoſition was accepted of by him for the League, it was upon a ground 
of the like co//atcral League, which the late French King had with them 
at Halle; of which, ſince the late King's deceaſe, Monſieur Buznckhauſen 
brought new Aſſurances from the new King and Queen Regent, that they were 
willing to confirm the ſaid League; whereof ſince, his Majeſtye is advertized, 
thin French, upon ſecond Cogitation detract, and refuſe the ſame: Vet his 
Majeſtye, for better acquitting himſelſe towards thoſe Princes, and not to ſeeme 
to diſcourage them too much upon theſe Accidents, hath commanded us to ſend 
his Commiſſion unto you, with ſuch our Directions as before we had conceived ; 
with this expreſſe Caution, that you forbeare to proceed in the treating of this 
League, untill you have further advertized his Majeſtic, of the Conſtitution and 
State of thoſe Princes, how they are like to concurre amongſt themſelves, and 
how the States of the United Frovinces doe diſpoſe themſelves towards it. For 
as his Majeſtye doth not profitte any thinge by this League, but meerly under- 
goeth it for to countenance and ſtrengthen the Union made amongſt the Princes, 
and to give them Reputation towards others from undertaking fo eaſily againſt 
them; ſoe his Majeſtye would be loath, (if they cannot agree amongſt rhem- 
ſelves,) to have any x ti farther to doe with them; and ſo thinketh fitteſt (how- 
ſoever his Diſpoſition remaineth firme and conſtant towards them, to doe all 
thinges that may beſeeme a true Freind, and a Profeſſor with them of God's true 
Religion,) to deferre the handling of this League, till ſome further occaſion. 
But howſoever it fall out, whither the Princes do agree or not, his Majeſtye re- 
quireth you not to proceed untill you have advertized him of theſe Circum- 
ſtances, and you doe receive further Directions from him.

5 e 
Firſt, that I do not well conceive how it may be ſaid that the ſume of threr- 
feore thouſand Pounds is a third of his Majeſty's Demands ; conſidering, 
that the Debt which his Majeſtie claims from France (all Deductions made boch 
of Moneys already received, and of the zinety thouſand Pounds, which for two 
Years his Majeſty allowed for his third part of thoſe ſumes then disburſed by 
France for the States, and of ſixty thouſand Pounds now contracted for by 
France, to be paid to his Majeſty within two Years) there is yet remaining (as 
I wrote unto you before) about the ſume of tuo hundred and eighty thouſand 
Pounds, . or thereabouts; which ſume France would caſt upon the States: And 
therefore by the true Account the third of that Debt muſt amount to the 
fume of xmety or ninety three thouſand Pounds or thereabonts; which com- 
| pared to the proportion of his Majeſtic's third part, allowed for the two 
_ firſt Years of the Moneys then disburſed by France to the States, would in ſix 
Years more, if the like iry had been till disburſed, fall out much nearer 
to the fame Account which his Majeſtic claimeth from France: So as in that par- 
ticular I defire to be cleared, before I make farther uſe of Monſieur Barnevelr's 
Propoſition to his Majeſty. For I would have you to know (as heretofore I have 
very-particularly deducted unto you,) that his Majeſtic's Demands from France 
are grown due for Moneys lent in ie, and for entertainment of Men, 
and Disbourſments for Munition ſent into France in the time of their Neceſſities, 
for which there are Contracts of Reimburſments: which when his Majeſty hath 
made inſtance to him to be accordingly repaid, many Allegations were pro- 
duced in France, that his Majeſty was to have continued his proportionab'e 
Allowance agreed on by the Treaty of Rhoſney; which when his Majeſty had 
ſafficiently made appear that he was no longer tyed unto but for the two firſt 
Years, and that ſince he hath directly diſclaimed that Treaty, this Propoſi- 
tion was ſet on Foot in France; either to make the States to become Debrors 
ſor that fame which his Majeſty demanded, or elſe to require reimburſment from 
the States for all wa 7's s which the 4 2050 King had e for them.

I he 
Papalini gave out that he was ſuddenly ſtriken as he was about to have written 
inſt the Impoſtures of a Maid in this Place, whom the People (ſeduced by 
the Patriarch and ſome Prieſts) idolized as 4 miraculous Saint; but at the 
opening of his Body when he was dead, there were found ſuch apparent Signs 
of Poyſon, as that their Mouths were ſoon r that would needs attribute 
that to an extraordinary Judgment of God, which was due to the Malice of 
| Men. They would not have bim ſo much honoured as to be thought ſogger/o 
velanabile; though the Truth is, that he was ſd vehement an Impugner of the 
papall Tyranny, as that of all others they moſt hated him; and therefore as long 
zs the old Maxime liveth, cui prodeff 2 zs fecit, the Papalini here will not 
be able to waſh off the Suſpicion of that Treachery. In his Sickneſs there came 
to him a Soma ſcho Fryer, (an Order not much differing from the Zeſuts,) who, 
ſent as is thought by the Nuntio, per ſtwaded him to retract what he had written 
_ againſt the Pope; and went ſo far in preſſing him to a ſecond Reconciliation, L 
oi re — 1 that 
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An. 1611. that the State here after the Death of Mar/ilzo took notice of the ill Office the 
Far had done; and were reſolved, if he had not faved himſelf with a ſudden 


Flight, to have put him to his ſwimming. Upon his Eſcape, here was a Conſul- 
ration of revenging themſelves upon the whole Order, and there was a Partie 
ur in Senate of baniſhing them quite this State; which is in Effect the utter abo- 
iſhing of that Religion, it being bur a particular Devotion of a Venetian Gentle- 
man their firſt Founder, that hath not propagated it ſelf very far.

| Right honorable my very good Lord, Bruſſels 18 June 1612. O. S. 
FLINOLA our great Generall, and Don Roderigo Calderon our Extraordi- 
: Ambaſſador, have now been in this Town ſeven or eight Days. They 
were received with Honour at Mariamont, the Archduke meeting them bare- 
headed at the Preſence-Chamber Door at their Entrance, and reconducting them 
thither at the time of their departure in the ſame faſhion. On M ednuec ſday laſt in 
the Evening they came to this Town, and were met without the Port and ac- 
cCompanied to their Lodging with 30 Coaches, and many Gentlemen on Horſe- 
back. The Margquiſſe hath brought his eldeſt Son, and as I hear will ſend for 
his Wife to come and live with him in theſe Provinces. He doth not yet re- 
enter into his wonted courſe of Negotiations, but we are born in hand that ſhort- 
ly he will purge the Army of all Mutineers, reform ſome unneceſſary Entertain- 
meats, pol | content the Men of Warr with ſix Months Pay. Calderon doth not 
yet ſpeak of any thing but Ceremonies and Compliments. His principall Errand 
was to give thele Princes notice of the Alliance contracted between France and 


| Spazne; but withall, ſince he will go in Viſſitation to the beſt Towns of Bra- | 


bant and Flanders, it is ſuppoſed he hath a ſecret Commiſſion to pry into the 
manner of the Archduke's Government. They do both ſhortly go ro Calais. 
Calderon, if I be not abuſed, taketh that way towards the new Emperour with 
the News of his Marriages, and Spinola will bear him Company, in this dead 
time when he hath little other Employment. The Spaniards lay Calderon ſhall 
ſhall have Comiſſion from their King to congratulate the Em erour for his good 
happ in being elected to that high Dignity. They vaunt that Coen ſhall be pro- 
tected by Haine; and truly the frequent Meſſages between Liege and theſe 
Princes, do give Juſt Cauſe to fear that they are brewing ſome ſirange Complot 
againſt our Religion. Monſicur de Nevers is ſaid to be /rking upon the Fron- 
tiers of Juliers and Cleves; if it be ſo, the Aſſembly of 725 Cloudes muſi needs 
threaten a Tempeſt. I will do my beſt to underſtand the Conſprracies between 
Liege and theſe Men, and thereof write your Lordſhip from time to time as 
much as I can learn; in the mean while it will not be amiſs in my poor Opinion, 
that the States do require their Friends in Liege to mark and relate what is now 
in Treaty with the Spaniard. M ynebius and Merebeck are in hand to cure Spaine 
of their baſe Moneys : It is a Task of much Labour, and a kind of Alchymy which 
I cannot believe, untill I ſee it effected. Paul Hoiſtius (mentioned in my laſt 
Letters to be impriſoned for Religion) hath recanted his Opinions, and is at length 
enlarged of his Endurance. Coenrvelt, named in your Lordſhip's, is my old Ac- 
quaintance and favorite Friend. He hath proteſted ro me upon his Salvation, that 
what he hath delivered to Monſieur Barnevelt is meant bona fide. The Arch- 
duke knew nothing of the Overtures, untill it was written hither from the Hague 
to the Audiencer, that ſuch a Man had been in Holland about ſuch a Buſyneſs.

Next came Monſieur de Rhodes the Maſter of the Ceremonies, and 
then the Duke of Paſfrana together with the ordinary Ambaſſador and the Duke 
of Nevers; aud laſt of all followed four Coaches drawn by ſix Mules apiece, 
and two W drawn alſo with Mules. All the whole Troop of the Spa- 
#:ards.'carried each of them à little Cloak-bagg before him, wherewith it is 
thought che French would have made themſelves merry, if they had not been 
contained by the Sevetity of the Proclamations, which forbad the offering any 
Scotn to the Spaniards. The Queen and the whole Court put themſelves into 
Windows upon Noftredame-Bridge to ſee their Paſſage ; and they did commend 
his Equipage to be fair, but they would not allow his Train to be anſwerable to 
the ſame, for that he hath not in all above eighteen or twenty Gentlemen of 
Note with him, and they all have put their Servants into the Duke's Livery, to 
make his Company — more glorious : And for Servants of the baſer Sort 
as Mullitiers and ſuch like, there was never more wretched People ſeen.

* 4 Relation of what paſſed from the Duke de Mayne's Entrance into 
Madrid, ill bis Departure. 


"HE Duke dr Mayne made his Entrance into this Town of Madrid on the 
| 17% of Fuly, Stylo Novo, in the Evening. His whole Traine, one with 
another, was ſeven or eight hundred Perſons. Firſt there came 130 Azemolas 
that in the Duke's Stuff; all of them having ſumpter Cloaths of black 
Cloth, with his Arms embroidered upon them. The Duke of Alva was ſent by 
this King to receive him at the Gates of the Town; whereat the Duke de Mayne 
dock great — that be was not met before his coming into the Town; 
alleadging that the Duke of Feria at his being in France, was met ſome Leagues 
our of Paris. The Duke of Alua was accompanyed with moſt of the Grandees 
and NoBlemen of the Court; and fo they conducted the Duke clean through the 
Town unto the Marquiſs Spinola's Houſe, which was for him. On the 
is of the ſame, the Duke of Lerma, accompanied with the Duke of Deda his 
eldeſt Son and divers other Grandees, his 2 belng of almoſt forty Coaches, 
went tö viſit the Duke de Mayne, and in this King's Name gave him the Bien 
 Penida, as alſo in the behalt of the young Infarte Queen of France. Aſter 
he was viſited by moſt of the Grandees and Nobillity of this Court, who gene- 
rally with the Perſon of the Duke are very well ſatisſyed, bit the Humour and

iti the Evening the Duke de Mayne went to rhe Palace on Horſeback to his firſt 
Audience. e Duke of Vzeds was appointed to fetch him to Court, accom- 
panyed with all the Nobillicie of this Court.

the Princes Hands. Since (as rhe Spaniards report it) the Duke de Mayne ſent 
unto the Prince of Savoy, that he would come to viſit him, in caſe that he would 


give the Precedencie, it being in bis own Houſe ; wherewith the Prince of Ha- 


voy acquainted this King, and demanded his Pleaſure : To whom there was no 


 Auſwer given, but that he ani ht do what he thought fit. Whereupon the Prince 


made anſwer, that he ſhould be glad to ſee the Duke and to ſerve him in any 
thing, bur being to live here in Saine, it would be liable to great Exceptions, 


if he ſhould treat with him in any other kind than he doth with the Grandees 


here; but whatſoever he did towards any of them he would fully perform. But 
this manner of Anſwer liked not the Duke, and ſo they have not ſeen one ano- 


ther, but rook their leaye likewiſe by third Perſons. 


On the 229 of Auguſt, Stylo Novo, the Capitulations were ſigned and publiſh- 
ed. The Solemnities (for Triumphs there were none at all) have been much 
ſhort of my Expectation: Of what was, this was the manner. Aſter Dinner the 


Duke of Lerma, all the Grandees, T itulado's and Gentlemen of this Court re- 
paired to the Duke of Aayne's Houſe and accompanyed him to Court, being all 
on Horſeback ; the Duke of Lerma and himſelf riding together. The Duke de 


Mayne. was in all regards in very good Equipage, both for his Perſon, Atten- 


dants, and Richneſs of his Liveries; having forty Pages that went on foot before 
him, being all ſuited in crimſon Velvet imbroidered with Gold, both Cloaks, 
Dublets and Hoſe drawn out upon Cloth of Gold. His Coach which followed 


him was of crimſon Velvet ſuitable to his Liveries; ſo that in that regard he was 
in very good Order: But before the putting on of their Bravery, the French have 
gone 15 raggedly and ſovenly all the time of their Abode here, that the Hani- 

ards hold _ the beaſtlieſi People in the World. The Spaniſh Courtiers have 


not been at much Charges for theſe Solemnities, for there were few thar 
did ſo much as beſtow new Clothes on themſelves for it; and I think there 


hath never ſo great an Action been performed with leſs Solemnity. When the

V my laſt of the 270 I did advertize your Lordſhip what Aſtoniſhment the 
unexpected Death of the Count of Sozſons bredd here, which was the more 
apprehended, both in reſpect of the great declining of the Houſe of Bourbon, 
this Prince being the fourth of that Houſe that hath dyed within theſe four Years, 
and alſo for that the Count himſelf was judged to be of ſpecial uſe in this time 
of the King's Minority, having always ſhewed himſelf to be a very good Pa- 
triot. Immediately aſter his Death, the Queen yeilded to beſtow on his Son 
the place of Grand Maiſtre, and 10000 Pounds by the Year, part of the Pen- 
ſion of 15000/. which his Father poſſeſſed, together with his Company of Men 
at Arms, and all his Eccleſiaſticall Livings which amount to 5000/7. a Year more; 
but for the two Governments which he held of Normandy and Dauphine, the 
Queen reſolved to retain the firſt for her ſelf, and to beſtow the other on the 


Prince of Conti, who had a Grant in Reverſion of the next Government which 


ſhould fall void. * the which latter Gift the Counteſs of Soiſſons did oppoſe 
herſelf, clayming that the Reverſion of the-faid Government of Dauphine bad 
been beſtowed on her Son; and Monſieur Leſdiguieres his Friends here have 
alſo enforced a Promiſe unto him, that if it ſhould fall out by any Occaſion that 
the ſaid Government ſhould be diſpoſed of to any other Perſon, he ſhould before 
any other be preferred thereunto. In regard of which Pretence the Queen hath 
been much troubled how to give Satisfaction to the Prince of Conti, who inſiſt-

the Affairs of Juliers and Muibeim, that the States of England and France 
were joyned in the League with the Princes of the Union. Concerning the Truth 
whereof, the Princes deſired to be ſatisfyed; and withall that they were willing 
to give this State Satisfaction, for what Reaſons the Catholick Princes of Germa- 
ad been forced to renew the League of Manick, into the which they confeſ- 
| ſed that the Pope, the King of Spaine and the Houſe of Auſtria were alſo enter- 
ed: Which as he pretended was only to defend themſelves againſt the Practices of 
the Proteſtant Princes of the Union, for that they underſtood, they were reſolv- 

ed to hold certaine Aſſemblies, and therein to deliberate for the making of ſome 
| Demands which would tend to the Prejudice of the Catholick Religion; and if 
they could not obtaine the ſame, then their Purpoſe was to take Arms. And it

The Archduke is fallen againe into a ſecond Fit of the Gout, which hath ſo 
tormented him as that he hath been let Blood twice and purged ſundry times; a 
Remedy which in this Climate to Men of his Years is not commonly applyed, 
but in caſe of Neceſſity and Danger; and yet nevertheleſs his Servants give it 
out that he is now well recovered. After Eaſter he intendeth to make a Jour- 
ney to Ghent and thence to Marymont ; in the mean time we expect ſome new 
Reformations _ our Men of Warr, and are dayly pep. by om the Arch- 
dul will chuſe to fend to the Met at Ratisbone, We ſay the Archduke ſhall 
there be choſen King of the Romans and made Lieuetenant of the Empire. The 
Emperour hath given the Inveſtiture of Fuliers, Cleves, Berg, &c. to the Ele- 
Cor of Sexony, upon the fame Conditions which Rodo/ph gave it to the late 
Elector Chriftian. With this Artifice the Imperialiſts think to gull all the 
Proteſtants of Germany, and to make them cut one anothers Throat. The Em- 

perour is now at Presburgh in Hungary, where he hath been well received of 
that Nation, purpoſing ſhortly to crown his Queen, and after the Dyer there 
to return in Perſon to Rati bone. It is written hither, that the Turk advanceth 
his Troops towards 2 and threatneth to conquer Tranſylvania either by 
Force or fair Means. That Province is held to be very important to the reſt of 
Chriſtendom, being a Bulwark againſt the common Enemy, and an Entrance into 

Hungary and the Countrys adjoyning. | 5 
Tour Oppoſite here doth fallely 8 ory it out, that you have by your new Am- 
baſſador at Conſtantinople animated the Turk againſt the Emperour: That you 
have furniſhed him with Powder, Arms and Munition: That you have ſent him 
a Lanthorn to hang in the Temple of Mahomet, and that your aboveſaid Am- 
baſſador is turned Turk. Theſe and ſuch like Fables are ſpread here by the Je- 

| favtes and their Adherents, to make you odious among the Vulgar. Collonel 
Boyde hath requeſted me againe to put your Lordſhip in Minde of his humble 
Requeſt; and I will once more pray that your Lordſhip do me ſo much Fayour, as 
ts find me Word what is become of that counterfeit runagate Marbais. Here- 
withall I ſend your Lordſhip an Extract of a Letter lately written to me from his 
Majeſty's Ambaſſador in Spaine; and ſo I humbly take my Leave.

| My very good Lord, | Paris, 7 April 1613. O. S. 
Have received your Lordſhip's of the 130 of March. By my laſt to your 
Lordſhip of the 18 of the ſame, I advertized your Lordſhip of the Arrivall 
here of Monſieur de Pleſſen and Monſicur de Buinckhauſen, and I promiſed to 
acquaint your Lordſhip with rhe Succeſs of their Negotiation. Your Lordſhip 
therefore underſtand, that having moved this State to enter into the League 
with his Majeſtic and the Princes of the Union, and having propoſed divers other 
Things in favour of the Affairs of Juliers, Aix and 2 they received 
this dry and meager An ſtwer; © that they were not willing to enter into the 
* aforeſaid League, becauſe they hold it to be a much more advantagious Courſe 
ce for them to carry themſelves in « Newtrallity between the proteſtant Party 
<« and the Cat holick ; preſuming that thereby they ſhall be able ro ſway the 
Ballance in all Actions which may fall out of Diviſions between thoſe two Par- 
ties; for which Councill alſo the Pretence of the King's Minority ſerveth theni 
for a good Colour. . But leaſt this their Refuſall ſhould work any ill Impreſſions 
with he Princes of the Union, they have promiſed to imploy themſelves ef- 
fectually towards the Duke of Saxe, to 22 him to hearken to ſuch juſt 
and reaſonable Courſes as ſhall be thought fir, for the determining of the Contro- 
verſies between him and the Princes poſſedants of Cleves and Fuliers. More- 
over, they have alſo promiſed to interpoſe the Authority of this State towards 
the Emperour for the Redreſs of the Grievances which the Princes of the Union 
do pretend that they 3 from the Emperours Privy Councill, and to 
hinder that there ſhall be no further rigorous Proceedings againſt the poor Inhabi- 
rants of Aix and Mulheim. With this Anſwer the Ambaſſadours departed; 
Monſieur de Buincthauſen hoping to arrive at Rotemburgh before the breaking 
up of the Aſſembly. - eee, 
Wee have at this preſent /o ſollitary a Court here by reaſon of the Abſence of 
moſt of the Princes and great Men, as there doth for the preſent occur very lit- 
tle Matter worthy the Writing to your Lordſhip. Since the Departure of the 
Prince of Conde (who is removed from his Houſe at Vallery to Chaſteauromx, 
and from thence, as it is ſaid, purpoſeth to retire himſelf into his Government in 
Guienne,) the Marqueſs 4 Ancre hath earneſtly laboured to have ſome Courſe 
taken for the giving of him ſome better Contentment, that thereupon he might 
be recalled hither, where his Preſence is moſt neceſfary for the authorizing of 
the Aﬀairs of the State; but as yet the Queen cannot be brought to reſolve of 
any thing therein, for that ſhe pretendeth ro have given him #0 7uft Cauſe of 
Di ſſcontentment, and alſo becauſe ſhe is not willing to give him Satisfaction 
tduching the Governments which he hath demanded for his Favourite Rocheford :

Y the laſt Ordinary I advertiſed your Lordſhip in one Word, how theſe 
quiet Parts were on the ſudden alarmed with Noiſe of War; which affright- 
ed them the more, in regard of the Unexpectedneſs of ſuch an Accident, which 
like a „ Fire was not diſcovered till the Flame broke out. By this your 
Lordſhip ſhall underſtand the particular State of theſe Affairs as they now ſtand; 
which if you read in a new Hand, you muſt impute it to the very much Buſy- 

neſs that oppreſſing me at this preſent, forceth me to take to my ſelſ that Li 
rather than withhold from E. any longer the Relation of theſe Motions, 
Conſequences whereof may be of Importance. The Duke of Savey finding that 
he was like to get nothing of what he pretended by way of Treaty from the 
Duke of Mantua, neither for his Daughter the Infanta nor her Child, and ſup- 


poſing himſelf to be abuſed by the Cardinals bearing him in hand to marry bis 


| Brother's Widdow, whereas underhand he gave Ear to a Marriage with one of 
the Siſters of Florence, no ſooner got the ager into his Hands, but pre- 
ſently whilſt yer the Ambaſſadors of Mantua were with him to treat an Agree- 
ment, he aſſailed the State of Montferrat in hoſtile Manner. He fer firſt 
Trin a Place of good Importance, which he thought to have taken by Surprize; 
but the Petards which by Night he had put to the Gate, failed, and play d back- 
wards upon the Petardiere and flew him. Then he bent himſelf to force the 
Town, and planted his Cannon againſt ir; but through the Treaſon of the Sr. 
Ciorgii Subjects to the Duke of Mantua, it yeilded, without attending Aſſault 
or Battery. About the ſame Time Alba was likewiſe taken by the Duke of Ne- 
mours by Intelligence, and Gabean rendered it ſelf au ſon du tambour. Monte- 
caluo was likewiſe taken by the Savoyards; but the Caſtle holding out, they 
were not able to keep it from being won again from them. Whereupon, they 
now turn their Forces upon the Caſtle and beſeige it, knowing that when they 
carry that, they have the. Town: Bur it is thought they will be able to defend 
it, having received Succours of Munition, and an hundred Men that entered into 
it ſince the Seige. Thus far hath the Duke of Savoy gone without any Re- 
ſiſtance of Moment, and now he reſteth himſelf at Trin; where he fortifyed the 
Place, and took an Oath of Alleigance of all the unwalled Towns thereabours. 
At Verua he hath made a Bridge of Boats to paſs his Men to the other fide of 


5 the Po; which is an Argument he meaneth to purſue his Victory. 


Wee hear not yet that the Duke of Mantua hath put any Forces into the 
Field to make head againſt him; but for Deſence of what remains, it is ſaid that 
the Captain Manfrino hath at Niſſa 5000 of the People of the Country, to ſe- 
cure that Quarter. That at Ponteſtura, the Chevalier Rivara hath as many 
more under his Conduct; whoſe Charge is to hinder the Duke of Savey from 
marching toward Ca ſal, if he chance to paſs the Po. Don Vincenzo Brother 2 | 
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the Duke of Mantua, paſſed by Milan with 300 Horle ; and. hevig Soken &6. 1613 
with the Governor and received a Convoy from him of two hundred Horſe, he 
put himſelf into Caſal, whither ſhortly after the Duke of Nevers came likewiſe a 
accompanied with fifty French Gentlemen, and there remains. The firſt thar 
rook part with the Duke of Mantua was this State; who contrary to their naty; 
rall Slowneſs and old Maxims of Neutrallity, at the firſt Noiſe of this 
declared themſelves for him, as being F. 1 di ſan Marco, and ſent Don 
Ferrante Roſſi the Generall of their Artillery to aſſiſt him, and the Secretary 
Vincenti with Money to levy 3000 Foot for his Service, beſides an Offer of more 
if his need require it. The Duke of Florence ſendeth 2000 Foot and 500 Horſe 
under the Command of his Brother Don Franciſco, who is aſſiſted with Biazro 
Capizncehi an experienced Captaine, brought up under Alex ſander Duke of Par- 
ma. It was thought the Pope would have declared himſelf againſt Savoy, in 
1 of the Contempt lately ſhewed to his Monitory; but the Fear that he 
hath, that a War in Traly will draw in forreign Forces, maketh him int erpoſe by 
way of Mediation: To which end he hath ſent Monſieur Maſſimi a Prelate of 
good Authority in theſe Parts, with a Preſent of Agnus Dei and hallowed Grain 
to the Duke of Savoy, to perſwade him to Peace; from whence he is to go to 
the Governor of Miles and the Duke of Mantua to perform the ſame Office 
with them. What the French will do is not yet known in theſe Parts, the Time 
indeed not ſerving to hear; but the Conceit of moſt Men here is, that nottoithb. 
| fianding the Duke of Mantua's being ſo near in Blood to the Queen Regent, ſhe 
will do nothing but «what the Spaniards ſhall adviſe : Whercupon all Men's 
Eyes are caſt upon the Spaniards, in whom it reſteth to make what end they 
iſt of this Buſyneſs; but hitherto they carry themſelves ſo doubtfully, that none 
can gueſs what they intend really. In ſhew they profeſs for the Duke of Man- 
tua, and threaten to aſſail Savoy if he reſtore not all that he hath taken; to which 
end the Governor of Milan hath ſent towards Vercelli ten Pieces of Ordinance 
drawn out of the Caſtle of Milan, and all the Spaniſh Souldiers that lay quar- 
_ tered throughout the State, and is about a Levy of 10000 1talians, 6ooo Swiſs, 
and 4000 But as yet he doth nothing either for the one or againſt the 
other, but ſuffereth the Duke of Savoy to purſue his Victory, whilſt he expect- 
eth the Return of a Poſt out of Spaine. How ſuſdect he is under band agreed 
with the Duke of Savoy notwithſtanding his outward Shew of the contrary ; 
and they ground their Conjecture upon the Hatred of the Spaniards to the Duke 
of Mantua, for the old Duke Vincenzoe's being a cheif Actor in the Pott that 
was layd by the late French King to have driven them out of 1taly ; and their 
particular Spleen againſt this young Duke, for his factious declaring himſelf for 
the French, as ſoon as he came to have a Voice in the Con/eſtory. Beſides, the 
Prince of Piedmont's being ſecretly in Milas with the Governor, the Night be- 
fore the 7 brake out upon Trin, and that Governor being a Creature of 
the Duke of s, much increaſeth the Suſpicion ; Men imagining that the 
Duke of Savoy having ſo confident @ Friend in that Place, would not enter 
into an Action of ſo great Moment without adviſeing with him; and thereupon 
conjecturing, that 24 Prince of Piedmont's Errand was to give him an Account 
of his Father's Purpoſe. This Week there was 4 Meeting appointed between 
the Duke of Mantua and the Governor of Milas at Marignan; but the Gover- 
nor failing to come, the Duke ſuffered himſelf ro be perſwaded to go ro Milan 
to him. Which Voyage as it very much offended all his Friends in theſe Parts, 
ſo hath it given him as little Satisfaction, in regard of the Coldneſs be findeth in 
the Spaniards, to afford him that Relief which they have always profeſſed to 
have ready for him. He was no ſooner ed, but the Prince of Pieamont 
came, whom the Governor entertained with great Reſpect; by which Correſ- 
ponding with both Parts he ſo amuſeth the World, that none can gueſs at the Ed 
of his This State fearing the worſt, hath reinforced the Garriſons of 
all their Towns near the State of Milan, and ſent their Captains to their ſeve - 
tall Charges in theſe Parts; Giovanni Baptiſia de Monti, to Verena, the Count 
VOL.

prize. Which Accident falling out at ſuch a Time as the Duke of Nevers 
arrived with Madamoyſelle du Maine at Savone, he thereupon quitted her 
Company, and caſt himſelf with ſome Number of Gentlemen into Caſal to 
aſſiſt for the Defence of that Place. About the fame Time that this News arriv- 


ed here, there came Letters from the Governour of Milan, ſignifying that the 


King of Spaine was ſo far from having any hand in that which the Duke of S2. 
Jad undertaken, as that he had contrary wiſe given him Direction to be aſ- 
ſiſting to the Duke of Mantua in caſe the Duke of Savoy ſhould enterprize any

It is not unworthy of your know 
ledge the Manner of proceeding betwixt theſe two Armies, as well as the Mat- 
ter it ſelf. The Duke of Savoy was at Turin: Upon News of the Prince of A/-_ 
coli's marching he came to Montcalier;, whilſt his Army was commanded by the 
Count Guido St. Georgio, a Feudatory of the Duke of Mantua, whoſe Eſtate doth 
lye in that part of Mont ferrat which the Duke of Savoy doth moſt eſpecially 
lay Claime unto, and he is thought cheifly to have incenſed the Duke to theſe 
ars. He ſent a Gentleman to the Prince 4 Aſcoli, to deſire he might be fa- 
voured with the knowledge of his purpoſe, whether he came to aſſiſt him in his 
righefull Pretenſions, or to hinder him.

our Lordſhip underſtand that there hath been no her Cuts of ic on my part,

I have in this Interim adyertized his Majeſtie many particular things concern- 
ing the States, which by his Directions I conceive your Lo received. 
For this preſent I know only two — 1 concerning them which I hold worthy 
your knowledge. The one is, that I believe you will ſhortly bear that the 
Spaniards have attempted the overthrow of the Hollanders upon the Coaſt of 
Gaines, in their new Fort near unto the Caſtle of Mina: The other is, that a 
Reſolution is here taken for the rr 1 of ten Ships of War kept 
ordinarily in the Port of Offend, and that the faid Town is ſhortly to be putinto 
the Hands of a Spaniſh Governour A . 

The Prince of Piedmont doth ſtill remaine in this Court, and is ſo extraordi- 
narily well uſed by the King, that if Belief may be given to the men Rumors, 
he would certainly marry one of the Princes Siſters. But I that know how much 
the Duke of Lerma is againſt it, and how great and abſolute a Power be hath 
with the King, concerve, that much be ſpoken in it and little done. It is 
alſo ſaid, that there ſhall be a Match betwixt the Infanta Donna Maria this King's 
ſecond Daughter and the Prince of Piedmont, though ſhe be yer but ſeven Years 
| — but the Duke of — is ſo deſirous, if poſſible it might be, that his Son 

d match with 4 King's Daughter, that if this King would condeſcend unto 
the Match, he would willogly have his Son ſtay for her. 

Heere is like to be a very great Controverſy betwixt his Majeſtie's Subjects and 
the Spanzerds, eſpecially upon the Coaſt of 7. for that our Ma ſcoviam Com-

would permitt no others to fiſh there, and have cauſed divers Spaniſh Ships to 

Whereupon the Spaniards, but 
chief] thoſe of t e Town of St. Sebaſizan, pretend to embarque the Goods of 
the Exgliſh Merchants, ſor the Satisfaction of their Hindrance and Damages: 

And they proceed ſo far with their Threatnings againſt their Perſons, that the 

Engliſh Merchants write unto me that they dare not ſtir our of their Houſes. 
But I fuppoſe that this State will give ſpeedy Order that no ſuch thing be done 
= + wat of Fact; for if they do, I conceive they will have the worſt of it in the 


The Eafi-India Ships which departed from Li tbone in the Beginning of the 
Year, b E Werke — other Accidents came too late to double the Ge Ce, and 
ſo have forced to return back again to Licbone, and have loſt their Voyage 

for this Year; which is an extraordinary Prejudice to that Nation. 

They have here lately reſolved, ſince they underſtood that our Plantation of 
Virginia is likely to fink of itſelf, to remove us from the Iſlands of the Bermu- 
das : So that I fear, if fitting Preparations be nor ſpeedily made, we ſhall hear 
that the Engliſh there have their Throats cut.

To the former Letter which advertized your Purpoſe of going into Exg/and 
I made no Anſwer, in reſpect of the Uncertainty which way to ſend: Bur 
having now received your laſt of the 20 of Auguſt, and preſuming that this will 
find you in London, I will no longer defer to ſalute you, as likewiſe to give you 
an Account of your Letters to the Earle of Arundell; the former of which I de- 
| livered to him at Venice, the laſt I ſent to him yeſterday to his Villa two Miles 
diſtant from this Place, whither both himſelf and his Lady are retired. They 
have had at Venice all the Entertainments of that Place, both by publick Order 
and private Courteſy of divers Gentlemen; and — on their parts ſo good 
Satisfaction, that the Gazetts are full of theſe Carreſſes, as they were of the ſinal 
Courteſy was done them at Milan; where the Governour took no notice of them 
for the ſpace of many Days, and then to excuſe his own Errour, did Wrong to 
their Hoſt where they l : In which reſpe& they left the Town, without 
attending a Viſit which he pretended he would make them.

This laſt Week runs wholly oppoſite ro Mantua, 
in that here are Letters come out of Spazrne, that the young Princeſſe, without 
further Diſpute, muſt be delivered to the Governour of Milan to be brought up 
in that State, and that Savoy muſt have Satisfaction in the reſt of his Demands, 
otherwiſe his diſarming is left to his own Liberty. Mean time the Prince of 
Aſcoly, who lies continually with the * Army in Mont ferrat, hath plaid 
one part of a Peace maker; having conſtrained the Savoyards to repair a Dyke 
: which they overthrew in Deſpight, to deprive the Subjects of the Duke of Man- 
tua of the Benefit of the Branch of a River which for many Years ſpace had paſ- 
ſed through their Country. But there muſt go yet more Water to the quenching 
of this Fire, if it continue in this Heat untill the next Spring; when it is cxpect- 
ed the Queen Regent will againe embrace the Protection of her Nephew, to which 

| ſhe is incited by this State and Florence; and here, though the Spaniſh Ambaſſa- 
dor hath ſpoken loud in Colledge that they ſhould leave to medale with theſs 
Afiirs, and refer them to the Arbitrament of the King his Maſter, they have 
notwithſtanding given Mantua new Encouragement, having ſet their Legiſti and 
Con ſultori on work to write in Defence of his Tutela, as they offer him otherwiſe 
all poſſible Aſſiſtance for Maintenance of his Right, in caſe of Extremity.

A Secretary of Pregadi was ſent unto them, to receive ſuch mat- 
ter from them as was fit to be known before their coming. Contarini, who is to 
ſucceed 7uſtiniani in France, doth this Night | in this Town in his way thi- 
ther. Barbarigo Ambaſſador to his Majeſty paſſed this way about a Fortnight 
ſince, being to go through the Griſons, Swiſs, the Palatinate of the Rhine, 
and Holland; and hath Letters to all thoſe States, with Order to paſs ſeverall 
Offices of Amity and Friendſhip.

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and as he writes to return hither the next Spring, fo for England through An. 1613 
The Archdutcheſs has made a Pilgrimage to Loretto with 300 Attendants, all 
ſuired in blew : Sir Robert Dudley and his Lady are of the Livery. The young 
Prince Chr:ftian of A#hault bath been privately in Venice, and is gone up iuto 
the C „ meaning to return hither this Winter to follow his Studies He is 
conducted by a grave and diſcreet Gentleman, the Baron of Daxce, and there is 
great Expectation of him. There was lately in Venice the Count Juan de Na/- 
ſas to offer his Service to the State, which he had formerly done by means of 
the Venetian Ambaſſador at Rome; and being not accepted, was driven to ſome 
Neceſſities which he thought to repair among the Durch Merchants, but they all 
ing his Credit, to lend him any Money; untill at laſt he fell upon 
one Melchior Quigneti a Merchant of Holland: Who ſaluting him at his firſt 
coming with the Compliment that he was Ser vitore della ſua Caſe, he anſwered 
his Compliments with Beſtinado's; ſaying, that ſince he would nat do the Duty 
of a Servant in fupphying bir Wants, be would beat him like a Slave.

He is now under a Conſtellation ſomewhat 
favourable, for as he hath caſt away his Night-cap which a Feaver hath faſtened 
to him theſe laſt Months, ſo he hath likewiſe by the Mediation of Carlo Raſſi his 
Ambaſſador Extraordinary at Rome, got himſelf delivered of bis Cardinals Hat; 
which Diſpenſation is the more wellcome, in that ir bringeth with it leave to 
marry, and to conferr his eccleſiaſticall Benefices upon his Brother Don Vincento, 
whom the Pope promiſeth likewiſe to remember at the next Promotion. With 


the Perſon of the Duke doth his Country of Mont ferrat alſo mpathize ; being 
now at length delivered not only from the burning Ague which the Duke of Ja-

INCE I wrote any thing unto you I have received two of yours of the 3 
8 and 190 of February; whereof this laſt, bringing with it the Maniſeſto of 
the Princes of France, was ſo much the more welcome, in that it was the firſt 
that came to this Town. I cannot requite you with any thing of equall value, 
in regard that the maine buſyneſs of theſe Parts, (I mean that betwixt the Dukes 
of Savoy and Mantua) hath been a long time, and is ſtill wrapt in Treaties, 
Meſſages, and ſuch quiet Negotiations; and ſince the Canon hath to play 
in France, the noiſe of this Shot is ſcarce heard. It was thought the com- 


ming of the Marquiſs de Ceuvres into 1taly, whom the Queen Regent employ- 


ed as Extraordinary to Mantua, would have put a finall end to that Difference: 


But as yet we ſee no good iſſue of his Negotiation, all things remaining as much 


intangled as they were before his comming. From Mantua he came to this 
Town, where he ſpent ſome idle Days, in expectation of a Currier whom he 
diſpatched into France. He was lodged in the French Ambaſſador's Houſe, but 

diſfembled his being here, and refuſed to accept any Viſits, that paſſing ſo as 


 tnknown, he might not be forced to hiſs this Princes Hands; whereat this 


State is ſomewhat ſtandalized, as conceiving that the Expence they are at, and 
the hazard they run in protecting a Nephew of the s, deſerved to have 
been complimentally acknowledged by a Miniſter of hers coming to this Town, 
and employed into Italy upon that Occaſion.

T Have received your laſt of the 270 of the laſt Month, and I do heartily thank 
you for the 3—— therein contained, namely the Rumours ſſ 
in your Parts in Hatred of the Prince of Conde and of his Action. By mine of 
the third of this Month I did, if I do well remember, _— you with the 
freſh coming of a Currier from the Preſident of de Thon; by whom he did let 
the underſtand, how that the Prince of Conde and the other Princes did 
humbly accept of the Conditions which ſhe had offered them for the com 
ing of the Cittadell of Mezzeres, and did refer it unto her Diſpoſition to ordaine 
and appoint her ſelf ſuch of the ſaid Conditions as ſhe like beſt. Thoſe 
Offers or Conditions were, that either the Princes would receive the new Licu- 
' tenant into the ſaid Cittadeil whom ſhe had ſent for that ſc, with promiſe 
that at the ſame Time ſhe would diſarm here, or if they any Exceptions to 
rake againſt the Perſon of the ſaid Lieutenant, that they ſhould name three other 
whereof ſhe would chuſe one, or elſe that the Cittadell ſhould be pulled down 
on the Town fide. Thereupon the Matter being — in Deliberation, after a 
long Conteſtation it was reſolved, that the Queen ſhould not diſarm, becauſe it
